Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment filed on 5/12/2003 
cancelled claims 1-20 and added claims 21-40. Newly added claim 21 requires "feeding natural gas and water into a reforming reactor to 
form a gas mixture", which was not required in previously cancelled claim 1 . Furthermore, based upon applicant's arguments and review 
of the Pagani (CA 868821 ) reference, the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection, under Van Looij et al. was withdrawn and amended claim 21 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in view of Pagani.
